NORTHAMPTON HIGH SCHOOL GAY STRAIGHT ALLIANCE showed 
remarkable courage and fortitude in responding to their School Board’s illegal 
decision last November to disallow the group from meeting on campus. The GSA 
successfully organized, spoke out, and challenged the School Board to reinstate 
their group.
